may feel somo pride in writing their 
names in prominent places But after 
the act of saving the words and writing 
them, tho yellow men are to be kept out, 
and that will be a reality precisely as the 
yellow men are kept out.

BepwMk'anit Swear They "IMtir *t Hear 
Hltu Say It." 

In 1870 B mi jam in Harrison made a 
-speech In Bloomington, Ills. . and during 
its progress a persou who interrupted 
■with questions was put out of the haH 
This Incident occasioned comment fredit 
the speaker, and now after twelve years 
it gives rise l.o a series of affidavits and 
counter affidavits 

Mr William Condon, Mr. Michael F 
Purcell. Mr Robert Banders. Mr John A 
Wilson and Mr. A. 0 Creed, all for many 
years respectable citizens of Bloomington, 
make sworn statements, eorrolmrating 
and in some instances amplifying with 
fuller details the statement of facts thus 
eet forth in the affidavit of Mr Purcell. 

Michael K Pnreell, being first duly 
sworn, deposes and says that lie is a rest 
dent of Bloomington. Ills.; that a few 
-days before the Hayes- Tllden election in 
1876. on one afternoon at Durley hall, in 
Bloomington, he attended a Republican 
meeting, which was addressed by Beu 
Harrison, the present presidential candi- 
date; that Harrison during hia speech on 
that occasion praised the different races 
-that took part in suppressing the rebel- 
lion. bnt did not mention the Irish; that 
ao Harrison was quitting that portion of 
his address an old Irishman asked; 
‘-'What was the matter with the Irish, 
and where were Sheridan, Mulligan. 
Shields and the rest?" that to this ques- 
tion there followed shouts of "Put him 
out,” and then they took tho old geutle- 
man from the hall, that Harrison then 
aaid, in answer to the question "It Is 
«aay to know that man's nationality; we 
had more of t hem to contend against in 
the late rebellion than we had with us iu 
the Union service; they are only good to 
shovel dirt and grade railroads; if It were 
not for them we would not need half onr 
penitentiaries." Affiant cannot now re- 
member all tho abusive words Harrison 
then used agaiust the Irish, but is poei- 
tlva Harrison used the above language, 
affiant's memory of tho speech being 
good, because, among other things, he 
spoke of tho matter afterwards, before 
Harrison’s nomination, and also because 
as soon. as the meeting was over be had 
a hot dispute with a man about the cor- 
rectness of Harrison's remarks about the 
Irish in the late war. affiant then claim- 
ing Harrison a language to bo untruthful 
and uncslled for And affiant swears 
that Harrison's words against the Irish 
-were followed with groat applause. 

Agaiust this testimo+. direct and 
•rnmulatlve in positive assertion of what 
cook place, a number of prominent Repub- 
licans offer negative tentiiuony They 
smear that they were present and do not 
■remember, or that they do remember, and 
that nothing of t lie sort could have oc- 
curred. 

In weighing this evidence there are two 
points of great importance: 

The first, is that before Harrison was 
nominated at Chicago his speeches wore 
considered of so little importance politi- 
cally that they were never reported lu 
full. There is no verbatim report of nuv 
of them on record, except reports in Tho 
Congressional Record of what lit t lo ho 
said in congress — whore he said nothing 
■worth reporting on any of the great issues 
of the day. The only reliunce for what 
be aaid in making his bitter speeches 
against the Greeubackers. against organ 
•red labor and against the opponents of 
anmptuary laws are the synopses lu local 
papers, re-enforced by the memory of 
men who heard him Laborers remember 
that he ubused them bitterly for their or- 
yrauized attempt to obtain better wages. 
Republicans in plenty swear that it is im- 
possible their candidate for president 
could have said such things. It Is. then, 
between positive memory and the nega- 
tive memory of opposing witnesses that 
choice must be made in weighing the evi- 
dence. 

The other Important point in tho Bloom- 
lngtou case is that the Republican stump 
speaker who did not abuse the Irish lu 
1876 was eccentric. The Irish were sud- 
poaed to be irrevocably committed to the 
Democratic partv. They were grossly 
caricatured and abused in the Republican 
press. Republican speakers who had 
gone into that party after the failure of 
the Know Nothlug movement attacked 
The Irish from every stump. There could 
‘have been nothing, then, in anythiug 
Harrison could havo said against the Irish 
in his Bloomington speech that would 
ibavr struck his Republican audience as 
irrmarkable or impressed it as mem- 
orable. When the Republican week- 
lies were filled with bogus statistics 
of tho number of Irish lu the peniteu 
tiaries, a Republican audience would not 
be likely to remember for twelve years or 
for twelve days snv repetition of these 
trite slanders from 'the mouth of a then 
obscure stump speaker. 

Now that Harrison is making "a dead 
eet” at the Irish vote; makiug speeches to 
ids alleged "Irish friends," in visitiug 
delegations which have been drummed up 
bv the campaign committees, prominent 
Republicans are greatly shocked at the 
suggestion that he has not always dearly 
loved the Irish. They will even persuade 
themselves that they mud their party have 
always loved Irishmen above any people 
on earth; and they will make affidavit to 
a largo number of circumstances, all going 
to show that if it iiad been otherwise 
they would certainly have remembered It.
